$26,220, or an average of $422.90. This reflects the 
strengthening Holstein market; and makes it the highest 
averaging sale event of the year to date for our breed. 

There was considerable advance interest as to which 
of the several featured offerings would command the top 
price. This honor went to Montvic Rag Apple Chief, the 
February son of Montvic Rag Apple Papoose. With her 
own record of 930 lbs fat at 4% years, this daughter of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and the All-Time All-American 
Aged Cow, Triune Papoose Piebe, completes the only 
j-generation group all over 880 lbs fat and 4% test, the 
five averaging 923 lbs fat, 4.15%. Mount Victoria 
Farms, Hudson Heights, Quebec, were the breeders and 
consignors, and purchasers were M. D. Buth & Sons, 
Comstock Park, Mich., at $1775. This was accomplished 
enly after spirited bidding in which Paul Stewart & Son 
of Iowa Participated up to $1700, with Frank Wavle of 
the O. U. Kellogg Estate of New York, finally dropping 
out at $1750. 

It was a great market for top bulls. Hays’ Six-O-Six, 
bred and consigned by Hays & Company, Calgary, Al- 
berta, started the bull parade, and finally went to Ray- 
mondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec., on Clarence Good- 
hue’s bid of $1275.

Automobiles and trucks were in many 
cases in difficulties from freezing and many who would 
have been interested in the sale the second and third 
days were home thawing out frozen water systems or 
deterred from attempting to purchase and ship cattle 
under the existing conditions. As a consequence, the 
second day at Waukesha and the third day at Water- 
town were bargain days, with too few interested buyers 
on hand to absorb these selected offerings except at bar- 
gain prices. In spite of this handicap, sales totalled 
$17,552.50 for 104 head at Waukesha, November 12, 
and $11,288.50 for 83 head at Watertown November 14. 

Top of the second day’s selling was $400 for the Hays’ 
entry, Hays’ Clover Star, second prize senior yearling at 
the CNE and first in class on the Western Circuit, he 
being purchased by Ignatz Lang, Marathon, Wis.

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A Bit of Cowphilosophy 


By MARK KEENEY 


Editor’s Note: It is with considerable pride that we announce on another page 
of this issue the appearance this month-end of a new and significant addition to 
the literature of the dairy industry—Mark Keeney’s new book, COWPHILOSOPHY. 
We present here a part of his chapter on Selection of Dairy Cows, this section deal- 





Perhaps the greatest weakness in the dairy practice of 
American dairymen is the lack of production records to 
guide them in their dairy business. No man can feed in- 
telligently, or economically, without milk weights as a 
guide. No man can very intelligently select his cows, 
or pick a herd sire without record information. And 
no great improvement in the average producing ability 
of our cows is possible without record guidance. Such 
improvement in average production as we have thus far 
achieved in America, has been done 
more through improved practice of 
feeding and care than through any 
mass improvement in the ability of 
our cows. 


And so, the author’s advice to 
every dairyman in America is to 
keep continuous production records 
on his cows. Join a cow testing as- 
sociation, or if you keep purebreds, 
enter them in Herd Test or Ad- 
vanced Registry. If for any reason 
you cannot or will not use these 
systems of records, then for your 
own good, by all means keep private 
records of your own. Tack up a 
milk sheet on your stable wall. Buy, 
beg or borrow a milk scale; weigh 
each cow’s milk every milking and 
set it down on this sheet. Then 
make use of these records in sélect- 
ing and culling your cows, and in 
picking out which heifers to raise. 


How Much Is A Good Record? 

Having established a practical and continuous sys- 
tem of keeping records, the dairyman may well ask, 
“How much is a good record? What mark shall I aim 
for?’”’ Naturally, this is influenced by the environment. 
Set a goal—high enough that it is hard to achieve, and 
keep going until you get there. Then raise your stand- 
ard. Let’s set a standard for the better half of our 
herd, and, as fast as we can, eliminate the poorest ones 
from the lower half of the herd. Our goal in the better 
half, if we have reasonably good environment of feed 
and stables, should be 300-lb fat two-year-olds on two 
milkings a day, and calving again in 12 or 13 months. 
These two-year-olds should develop into 400-lb cows 
or better (lactation record). Under good management, 
these two-year-olds should, on the average, go on to 
Produce profitably for six calendar years, and should 
produce some 2,100 pounds of fat during their average 
producing life of six years, this being equivalent to 
70,000 pounds of 3 per cent milk, 52,500 pounds of 
4 per cent milk, or 42,000 pounds of 5 per cent milk. 
Such part of the herd as attains this standard will aver- 
age 350 pounds fat per calendar year, cows, heifers and 
dry cows, included. These figures are all based on 
two milkings a day with good feed and care, and are 
offered as an average standard, or goal for the upper 
half of our dairy herds of America. It is a high stand- 


ard, but can be achieved, and is an assurance of profit- 
able production. 





Numerous dairymen have already reached, and some 
€ surpassed this goal. However, they have been 
able to do so only because they have kept production 
ean on their cows and thus selected and eliminated 


the drag of their herds, that is, the lower producing 
animals,

the author will endeavor, as nearly as possibie, to trans- 
late such records into figures, applicable to the majority 
of dairymen with whom it is practical to milk cows not 
more than twice daily. 


The practice of milking three times a day is economi- 
cal under numerous environmental and market condi- 
tions. Factors, however, which go beyond the realm of 
profitable milk production, and thereby contribute to 
large records, are often misleading to ourselves and to 
others. The most common of these 
are milking four times a day giving 
the cow an excessive unprofitable dry 
period (commonly called fitting the 
cow for Advanced Registry test) pro- 
viding a box stall for every test cow 
and excess feeding to the point of 
making one great lactation record, 
thereby impairing, or sometimes to 
the ruin of future usefulness. 

The author does not infer that 
such conditions apply to all Ad- 
vanced Registry records, or even to 
a large part of them. However, be- 
fore passing judgment on a cow’s 
record, it is essential to take these 
factors into consideration, if they 
have been present. A cow cannot 
transmit production achieved through 
excessive environmental factors. She 
can transmit through her progeny, 
only such as is her inheritance for 
normal production Therefore, espec- 
ially in selecting a bull, as the dairyman often does, 
from high record Advanced Registry cows, it is well 


to look into the conditions surrounding these cows’ 
performance. 


What does an 800-pound fat 365 day record mean 
when translated to good normal dairy conditions with 
cows milked twice a day? 


The 800-pound fat 365 day record (four times a day 
milking), is about equivalent to 675 pounds fat on three 
milkings a day, or 560 pounds fat on two milkings a 
day or if the cow were to milk ten months and calve 
again in 12 months, it is about equivalent to a 466- 
pound fat cow in a calendar year of Herd Test or cow 


testing association work. All this, providing other 
factors are equal. 


The author does not by any means assume that all 
465-pound fat cows in C.T.A. or Herd Test will make 
800 pounds of fat in Advanced Registry on four times 
milking. But neither, by any stretch of imagination, 
can all these 800-pound fat cows set out into the prac- 
tical dairyman’s herd and make 465 pounds fat in 
C.T.A. or Herd Test, continuously, year after year. 


All this is no condemnation of the 800-pound fat 
cows—they are good cows—but just so is the year after 
year 465-pound cow on two milkings a day, in the calen- 
dar year, also a very good cow. When we further dis- 
count the condition of environment surrounding many 
800-pound fat records, they are on the average really 
equivalent to about a 450-pound fat average year after 
year in the good dairyman’s herd. In other words, the 
author would put fully as much faith from a production 
and reproduction standpoint, on the dairyman’s cows 
which can average 450 pounds fat a year for three con- 
secutive years in practical herd test, as he does in 


many of the 800-pound fat cows in Advanced Registry 
milked four times a day. 


We have been looking at many of these 800-pound 
fat cows through a magnifying glass. They have ap- 
peared bigger than they really are. And, on the other 
hand, we have been viewing our 400-pound fat cows, 
in the average good dairyman’s herd, through the wrong

Question: What general arrangement of quarters have you found most satisfactory i 


housing 


bred heifers during the winter? 


(Answers by Members of the Advisory Committee) 


By Mark H. Keeney, Essex County Hospital: 


We prefer our heifers, both open and bred heifers to 
run in an open shed until about four months previous 
to calving time. These quarters should be arranged so 
that the heifers can run in and out of the weather as they 
may care to. Free access to water and hay is desirable 
and just enough other feed to keep them growing and 
thrifty. This does not mean scant rations and thin 
heifers. It means a vigorous robust animal with moder- 
ate flesh which can come into the dairy herd stables and 
be fitted in three or four months to start her life work 
at the best of her ability. 


By Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 


We like the system of housing our bred heifers in a 
hed during the winter. The door is left open except in 
real cold, stormy weather. They can run outside or 
loose in the shed. A row of stanchions is provided in 
which to feed them. 

Advantages of this system are economy of labor and 
bedding and comfort and health for the heifers. 


By John Last, Milford Meadows Stock Farm: 


We like the arrangement of allowing bred heifers 
to run loose in a barn giving them access to a yard with 
the doors always open except during the most severe 
weather The barn and yards should be divided so there 
are not too many to-gether, and then the heifers divided 
according to size. The heifers will not mind quite cold 
weather when it is dry, however on a cold rainy day 
they will all be inside. About two months before fresh- 
ening we put them into stanchions and put them on a 
regular grain ration. 

By V. S. Culver, Port Deposit, Md. 

Fresh air, sunshine, exercise, water and salt are five 
very inexpensive but essential factors for proper raising 
of bred heifers. Two few breeders give all these essen- 
tials to their young stock. They should be permitted to 
run loose at all times in well drained yards and pre- 
vided a dry shelter for a bed in which they could go if 
they preferred. Experience has taught me that they will 
use such shelter very little during the year. I would 
divide the group as to size and ages, not only for appear- 
ance sake but to promote thrift among the heifers. 


By G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms: 


Open sheds on well-drained ground, with the open 
part to the South, with earth floors, divided to give

ample room for six, eight or ten heifers, size 16 to 30 
feet each way, with good, substantial, stanchion section 
feed manger and hay-rack on feed-alley side, water 
trough set in division to serve two pens. Pens should 
be well bedded and with ample light and ventilation. 
This would make the most desirable bred heifer quarters. 

We have kept heifers in stanchions, tie stalls, and in 
York County steer barns, all of which work out fairly 
well, but the first discussed quarters would be preferred, 


By Wm. E. Reed, Winterthur Farms: 

Until the bred heifers is past six months pregnant we 
prefer the open shed method of housing where she 
may go in or run out at will provided the group are 
about equal in size and are accustomed to run together 
without too much roughing around. 


After this period we like to have them confined dur- 
ing much of the time so they can be fed more to their 
individual needs and handled so they will respond after 
freshening. Ordinary stanchions or tie-stalls work well 
until two or three weeks before calving when a bor 
stall is necessary. 


As long as the heifers are confined in stanchions or 
tie stalls we think they should have plenty of out-door 
exercise every day. Care should be taken where there 
may be icy places in the yard to sand these as a heavy 
fall may knock down a hip or cause an abortion. 


If the box stall is roomy and it is not convenient the 
bred heifer may do well with no further outdoor exercise. 
But we like to turn them out even then. 

By Ken Monson, Hawthorn Farms: 

I prefer the shed type quarters for housing heifers 
during the winter, with a nice yard to exercise in (prefer- 
ably southern exposure) and dry well-bedded quarters 
to rest in. 


By Hugh Morrill, Quon-quont Stock Farm: 

We have found that an average size platform with 
an adjustable stanchion is quite satisfactory in housing 
bred heifers. They can be kept clean with minimum 
bedding and it makes it convenient in brushing them 
off at least once a day if you so desire, also in applying 
lice powder if necessary. Having the heifers tied up i0 
stanchions where people are walking by them and men 
cleaning out behind them teaches the heifers not to feat 
man, therefore you are less likely to have kickers and 
cows with mean dispositions when they become milkers

The 50th Breeders’ Combination 
Sale, known as the ‘‘Golden Anniver- 
sary’ Sale, under the management of 
A. B. Brubacher, was held November 
7 at Stratford, Ont. and proved to 
be an outstanding success, with 80 
head bringing a total of $16,435 or 
an average of $205.43. The bulls 
sparked the sale, 21 of them averag- 
ing $239.05 as compared with an 
average of $198.09 for the 39 fe- 
males of milking age, $181.66 for 15 
two-year-olds and $187.50 for four 
bred yearlings.

The Bull Menace 


HEN a livestock truck drives into a farmer’s yard 
W 211 leaves a serviceable bull or a bull calf of 

unknown ancestry to become half of that dairy- 
man’s herd, there begins the story of the Bull Menace! 
This convenient method of sire selection is destined to 
tear down more herds in its general acceptance and use 
than all the organized methods used in a decade to build 
up herds. Whole communities have been victims of the 
service and hundreds of dairy herds are degenerating 
beyond the owners’ fanciful imagination. This practice 
has become too general to go unnoticed. Breeders have 
been aroused to organized action to combat this and 
other methods of peddling ‘‘cow fresheners” or ‘‘jump- 
ers’’ to dairymen. Why do farmers patronize this service 
or buy this class of bulls? Some factors which are 
responsible for this situation are: 

Breeders have raised fewer bulls because of a lack 
of demand. 

Fewer bulls—both serviceable and 6 months of age 
are available, consequently the farmer who needs a bull 
buys anything to get cows into milk production. 

Dairymen, because of low income from farming, lack 
money with which to buy a bull of serviceable age of 
good breeding. Many herds have been chatteled for 
credit for current needs and additional chattels are 
required for credit to buy bull service. 

There are others, but the fact remains that thousands 
of bulls used by dairymen are below the standards of 
the average herd and are used to produce replacements 
which are vastly inferior to the herds of today, and 
these animals will be the herds of tomorrow. 

This Bull Menace has practically ruined the breeding 
program in some of the dairy centers in other dairy 
states and now the scourge has come to Iowa. Several 
bull jockeys have out 75 to 100 bulls growing into 
money for the jockey. Around three towns at least we 
have been informed that over 200 such bulls are on 
lease to farmers. Watch out for the bull jockey and 
the stockyards bull, he will steal the profits out of your 
dairy herd.—lIowa Holstein Herald

Cc. V. EXPERIENCE IN CALIFORNIA 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Although I really feel that I do not have much to 
add to what is already known on this interesting subject 
of calfhood vaccination, I will try to tell my limited 
experiences. 

I purchased this dairy 11 years ago, a herd of 32 
Jersey cows that was and has continued to be Bang’s 
Disease free. I brought 22 pure bred Holsteins with 
me and these I proceeded to test and luckily they were 
clean, but to be sure I kept them isolated for several 
tests before allowing them to mix with the Jersey herd. 


I continued my blood testing program, sometimes 
60 days apart, sometimes 90 days, but never over six 
months apart. I still have two blood tests each year. 
I have found that there are always a few cows that will 
show traces perhaps the first two dilutions one time and 
the next time will be absolutely negative all across the 
sheet. This usually shows up on a recently fresh cow 
or a very close springer and they clear up entirely as 
they progress in their lactation period. The veterinary 
who has done the bleeding for me all these years feels 
that it is not anything to worry about as they find the 
same condition in almost every blood tested herd. The 
State Department of Agriculture has been running the 
tests for me and they have given me a State Accredited 
Certificate. 

In 1935 I bought a place in the Imperial Valley some 
130 miles from here with the idea of raising my _ heifers 
there to cut raising costs. I talked it over with my 
veterinary and we decided that vaccination was the only 
thing to do as the valley people were not doing any 
blood testing and as we had to use canal water we felt 
the chances were too great to take. 


Some of the heifers were a little older than they 
should have been, ranging from 8 to 15 months old, 
and some of these older heifers came plus on the first 
test, although we had waited 90 days after testing before 
we bred them. These heifers I sold to a dairyman 
friend of mine who had quite a few plus cows, so I 
could keep track of them. By the time they freshened 
with their second calves they had all cleaned up and were 
negative. We now do our vaccinating when the calves 
are five to eight months old, which gives them ample 
time to get it out of their systems before they are bred. 


The state has several infected herds under their 
supervision in this county, something like 300 head of 
cows. They are all practicing Calfhood Vaccination and 
advise it whether you have a positive or a negative herd. 

I do know that I would never again think of trying 
to dairy with plus cows. I have had such satisfactory 
breeding records most of the time and I feel that it is 
largely due to having a clean herd. I think that I have 
less retained afterbirths than most dairymen who do not 
have clean herds.

New Year Belle was born at Dunloggin January 1, 
1929, coming there in her dam, Pietertje Homestead 
Belle, one of the distinguished daughters of Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes Della, purchased of John and Charles 
Wittig, Hartford, Wis. Her sire was Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst 3d. She was not considereed extra promis- 
ing as a heifer, in fact narrowly escaping the discard 
when she freshened with one light quarter due to an in- 
jury. However, she made a Class B record of 585 lbs 
fat, 4%. Asa 3-year-old, she freshened with two weak 
quarters, and made a 305-day Class B record of 514.3 
lbs fat, averaging 4.2%. From four years old until her 
death she was completely sound in the udder, and made 
successive records of 844.5 lbs fat, 4.5%; 1038.9 lbs 
fat (4.3%) and 977.2 lbs fat (4.2%) allin Class B work. 
In both 1936 and 1938 she teamed up with her younger 
sister, Dunloggin Bessie Homesteaed to win show ring 
honors as Reserve All-American Produce of Dam. 

Sons of New Year Belle now in active service are 
Admiral Lauxmont, one of the senior sires at Lauxmont; 
Dunloggin Standard, owned by Dunloggin, but on lease 
to L. W. Nisbet, Loveland, Ohio; Dean Marathon Belle, 
owned by Silvis Farms, Greensburg, Pa., and Dunloggin 
Eminent, her youngest, owned by Howard S. Leaverton, 
Rock Hall, Md. 

Few cows of her generation have exerted a greater 
influence on the breed than New Year Belle. Her mem- 
ory will live on.

end of the telescope. They are approximately equal 
in producing and transmitting ability. 

Since the practice of milking four times a day is 
growing less and less, and since a majority of Advanced 
Registry records are now being made on three milkings 
a day, the author will consider these more normal Ad- 
vanced Registry records. 

Milked three times a day, an Advanced Registry or 
Herd Test record of 650 to 700 pounds fat in 365 days, 
is a very good record. Milked twice a day and with 
similar care, this is equivalent to records ranging from 
540 to 585 pounds fat (approximately average). If such 
cows milk ten months and calve again in approximately 
twelve months, these productions are equivalent to about 
450 to 500 pounds fat. 

Now if these A. R. cows make three consecutive 
yearly records averaging over 700 pounds fat per year, 
and drop three norma] calves in approximately three 
years time, they are hailed as great cows, and so they 
are. But, the point the author wants to get across 
to the dairyman, is that the cows that average from 450 
to 500 pounds fat year after year, milked twice daily 
in cow testing associations or Herd Test, are equally 
great cows. Let’s recognize the potential greatness. of 
such cows as breed or herd improvers, and through 
greatly increased testing find many more of them, 
whether it be through A. R., Herd Test or C.T.A. makes 
no material difference. But, find these cows we must, 
and having found them, we must through continuous 
testing, determine how near they breed out in their 
progeny an approximately equal high level of production. 
The blood of such as breed true can be the means of 
tremendous improvement of our average Cows. 

The program may be briefly stated in a few words— 
find the best and breed them better, and continually dis 
card the least worthy animals in our herds. Only through 
continuous records of production can this be done. The 
program requires patience and perserverance and the 
ability to accept some disappointments, but it is the one 
sure guide that can lead us to better producing dairy 
cows.

$156 Average for Michigan Sale 


Michigan breeders held one of 
their most successful sales to date 
on November 6 in the new judging 
and sales pavilion on the Michigan 
State campus at East Lansing. Well 
over 500 were in attendance, with a 
great many buyers on hand looking 
particularly for milking cows. The 
quality of consignments was felt to 
be somewhat lower than at the spring 
state sale, but the average yas 
neverthless $156.23 as against a 
$149.66 average for the spring event. 
The 68 head sold brought a total of 
$10,630. 

The sale topper was a bred two- 
year-old granddaughter of Sir Inka 
May consigned by the Michigan Re- 
formatory at Ionia, for which Mr. R.

The Third Annual Sale of the 
North Central Kansas_ Holstein 
Breeders Association on Oct. 25 at

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1940 IOWA CTA REPORT 

The 1940 dairy herd improve- 
ment annual summary for the state 
of Iowa has just been released, show- 
ing an increase over last year in 
number of associations. The aver- 
age for the 35,480 cow tested wag 
331.2 lbs. fat from 8,337 Ibs. milk, 
the highest average yet made since 
the start of cow testing work in Iowg 
in 1909. 


A total of 169 herds made an aver. 
age of 400 lbs fat or more during 
the year, and of this number, 101 
were Holsteins herds, which make up 
nearly 50 per cent of the total herds 
in dairy herd improvement associa- 
tion work in the state. 

Eight Holstein herds made aver- 
ages of 500 lbs or better. The top 
for the year was made by the 17-cow 
herd of Alfred Dykhuizen, Sheldon, 
which produced an average of 535.7 
lbs fat. V. L. Smith of Central City 
was second with a 523-lb average for 
27 cows, and a cumulative 7-year 
average of 496.9 Ibs. Third was the 
Iowa School for the Deaf at Coun- 
cil Bluffs, which had a 519.2-lb fat 
average on 35 cows, with a 17-year 
cumulative average of 506.3 Ibs. 
Other Holstein breeders over the 
500-lb fat mark were: O. L. Hamer & 
Sons, Waterloo, 503.8-lbs; lIowana 
Farms, Davenport, 505.4 lbs; H. A, 
Jacobsen, Sioux City, 518.3 Ibs; 
Hervert Kleiss, Brooklyn, 508.7 Ibs; 
and Emil Zurcher & Son, Farmers- 
burg, 504.6 

Winner of the sire index contest 
this year was Finster & Eckel of 
Eldora, with their herd sire, Posch 
Ormsby Fobes 11th, proven on 12 
pairs with an index of 666 Ibs fat, 
having shown an inerease of 135 
lbs. He also sired the first prize 
get of sire at the 1940 Dairy Con- 
gress. Other ranking contenders 
were A-W Pat Johanna Segis, owned 
by Merrill Thuirer, Spencer, a 498- 
lb index sire; and Mt. Pleasant 
Greenfield Ona Ollie, owned by Clar- 
inda State Hospital, Clarinda, with a 
17-pair index of 480 Ibs.

kinson, official inspector from Kansas 
State College, put on a fine demon- 
stration which proved very educa- 
tional to the ringside for 200 visitors, 
A booklet had been prepared which 
listed the 38 females to be classified 
under their respective sires. Com- 
plete information about each cow 
was given including name and num- 
ber, age, production records and a 
place for the spectator to record the 
classification. Several of the cows 
in the herd were experimental ani- 
mals, used in roughage experiments, 
which affected their size and condi- 
tion. A summary of the classifica- 
tion work shows that 14 rated Very 
Good, 13 Good Plus, 10 Good and 3 
Fair. The two herd sires Man-0- 
War 69th and his son U-Mo Ves. 
Man-O-War Zev each rated Very 
Good. Nine daughter of ‘69th” 
rated 5 Very Good, 3 Good Plus and 
Good. Nine daughters of ‘“69th’ 
proven sire Campus Aaggie Segis 
Sultan, rated 2 Very Good, 4 Good 
Plus, 2 Good and 1 Fair. Four of 
these Sultan daughters were over 9 
years old. 

The University herd has been in 
the Herd Improvement Registry Test 
ever since it was started in 1928. 
For the 12 years the herd has aver- 
aged 390 pounds fat, mostly on two 
time milking.

Some breeders will breed, feed, 
test and weed. They omit the most 
important thing in the program and 
that is, keeping the cows breeding 
regularly. They depend on heat 
periods. A cow might have a very 
short heat period and not be de- 
tected. Heat periods might be ir- 
regular, false heat periods. Cows 
come in heat at all stages of preg- 
nancy. We have made the examina- 
tion of these cows and diagnosing 
pregnancy so easy that our students 
marvel at their success. At the 
school we hang cows in a standing 
position where the students work on 
these clean warm carcasses and get 
the correct locations and actually do 
the work, where they can see and 
feel with their naked hands. 

When the students go home they 
are surprised that the cows actually 
hold their tails up and make very 
little resistance at these examina- 
tions.

Many cows 
and especially heifers slip a calf at 
an early stage which is not noticed 
after the breeder has concluded that 
she was safely with calf. This does 
happen in the cleanest of herds. 

It only requires a little time to 
produce a full crop of calves. It is 
not necessary to wait for the cow to 
get into the chronic class, then 
finally send her to the butcher. How 
many breeders dry up cows only to 
find them barren. We are very 
anxious to have prospective students 
visit our students.

FOR SEPTEMBER 

Production was generally lower in 
the state during September, with 
only two herds making an average 
of 50 Ibs of fat or over. The leading 
average was made by the 16-cow 
herd of Sharon J. Mauhs, Cobles- 
kill, with 56.7 lbs fat. The other 50- 
lb fat herd was the 30-cow Eller 
Farm herd at New Paltz, which 
finished its test year with the Sep- 
tember monthly average of 50.3 Ibs 
fat on three-time milking, compiling 
a herd average during the year of 
644 lbs fat on an average of 29% 
cow years, 3.88% test, the highest 
nerd average ever reported for a 
herd of this size. 

Other Holstein leaders for the 
month were: 1-10 cows—Studer 
Bros., Central Wayne, 7 cows, 49.0 
lbs fat; Louie Austin, Onondaga, N. 
No. 2, 1 cow, 40.6 lbs; Arthur Wil- 
liayns, Allegany No. 2, 8 cows, 40.4 
lbs; and Meric Phillips, Central 
Wayne, 7 cows, 40.1 lbs. All of 
these are registered Holstein herds. 

11-25 cows—Peter Bobine, West

17 cows, 46.2 lbs; and R. V. O.. Du-

IOWANA HERD GOING HOT 


The 16-cow herd at Iowana Farms, 
Bettendorf, Iowa, which completed a 
Class B average last year in HIR, is 
now heading for the 550-lb. mark, 
according to Manager Vernon Smith. 
Iowana has an unbroken yearly aver- 
age for seven years of 420 lbs. fat, 
with an average of 26 cows, milked 
in Class B and C, each year. The 
herd has been on Herd Test, with the 
exception of three months, since the 
HIR was begun 12 years ago. 


Among the mest noteworthy pro- 
ducers in the present herd is the 
group of some 10 or 12 daughters 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Aaggie 
Wayne, a former Iowan herd sire and 
a son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th. Practically all of them 
were profitable producers as first 
calf heifers, making records from 
over 400 to 630 lbs. of fat in Class 
B, and now, in mature form, they are 
leading the herd in production. 


Many of the heifers coming on in 
this herd are daughters of Prince 
Ormsby Aaggie Pontiac, the old Fred 
Pieplow herd sire, later used exten- 
sively in the Schrier Bros. herd at 
Indianola, and who spent his last 
year in service at Iowana. He is sire 
of the Harry Piffer ‘‘Pandora’”’ 
heifer, twice honorable mention for 
All-American honors and nominated 
again this year for the four-year-old 
class. His 14 HIR daughters have 
an MB average of 567 lbs. fat and 
16,250 lbs. milk. 


Iowana’s present senior herd sire 
is a five-year-old son of Iowana Tri- 
tomia Fryslan, a 722-lb. fat, 3.9% 
three-year-old daughter of Tritomia 
and old Burke Fryslan Waldorf, 
former world record 1,000-lb. fat 
producer in Class B. His daughters 
are also among the _ promising 
younger generation growing up at 
Iowana.

STANDARD CLASSES SET UP 
FOR COUNTY FAIR DAIRY 
SHOWS 
A conference was held October 28 
in Albany, N. Y., to discuss the 
question of developing a standard 
classification for the smaller fairs 
that would be more desirably suited 
to the small breeder and exhibitor. 
It was called at the suggestion of 
Myron M. Fuerst, breeder of Aber- 
deen Angus Cattle at Pine Plains, N. 
Y., who acted as chairman of the 
meeting. Both beef and dairy cat- 
tle were represented, those present, 

in addition to Mr. Fuerst, being: 

John C. Thompson, Field Repre- 
sentative, American Jersey Cattle 
Club, New York City; David Beres- 
ford, President, New York Hereford 
Breeders’ Ass’n., Delanson, N. Y.; 
John S. Williams, Aberdeen Angus 
Breeder, Old Chatham, N. Y.; Tom 
Whitaker, Field Representative, Na- 
tional Ayrshire Breeders’ Ass’n., 
Brandon, Vt.; Harold Magnussen of 
Walhalla Farm, Rexford, N. Y., rep- 
resenting the Brown Swiss breed; 
Allen N. Crissey, Field Representa- 
tive of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. 

After discussing the -proposal of 
Mr. Fuerst, suggested classifications 
were prepared and the group then 
met with Commissioner Holton V. 
Noyes at the Department of Farms 
and Markets in Albany, and with 
Mr. Paul Smith, director of the New 
York State Fair. 

The following recommendations 
for a standard classification for dairy 
cattle was drawn up, and will be 
made to local fair boards: 

Bulls—Classes to be limited to 
Bull Calves, Yearling Bulls, and 
Bulls Two Years and Over. 
_Females—Calves, Junior Year- 
lings, Senior Yearlings, Two Years, 
Three Years, Four Years and Over. 

Graded Herd—Allow it to be 
ie by a Yearling or an older 

Young Herd—1 Yearling Bull, 
Two Yearling Heifers, 1 Heifer Calf. 

Dairy Herd—Three cows instead 
of four. 

Get of Sire—Three animals, not 
more than one bull. 

Produce—Two animals, either sex. 
poussested New Class—Best Three 

emales bred by Exhibitor, any age.

aa. it is suggested that an addi- 

percentage of premium money

It was pointed out that an addi- 
tional sum for distribution to local 
fairs in the state has been requested 
of the legislature which, if approved, 
will increase state aid from $250,000 
to $400,000 per year. The law pro- 
vides for the distribution of these 
monies by the Commissioner and 
that the recipents shall collaborate 
or advise with the Commissioner re- 
garding classifications. 


Both the Commissioner and Di- 
rector Smith stated that it is their 
intention, baring unforeseen develop- 
ments, to have the New York State 
Fair held each year the last week in 
August, closing on Labor Day. In 
preparing for 1941, therefore, ex- 
hibitors and. county fair managers 
may count on this schedule for the 
State Fair. 


The committee reccommended that 
the local fairs decide upon dates of 
judging for the various breeds and 
print these dates in their premium 
lists. 

WASHINGTON DAIRY QUEEN 

After careful consideration of life- 
time production records and of the 
records of progeny, five dairy queens 
are named in the State of Washing- 
ton each year to represent each of 
the five leading breeds of dairy cattle. 
These cattle are one of the features 
of the Western Washington fair at 
Puyallup, and designation as a dairy 
queen is a coveted honor in the 
state. 

The Washington Holstein-Friesian 
queen for 1940 was Aaggie Myretta, 
1445261, owned by Faler Brothers, 
Spokane. Aaggie Myretta was born 
January 13, 1930, and is the daugh- 
ter of Waukona Aaggie King Fayne, 
572222, and Waukona Mpyretta, 
925018. 

During her eight lactations, Aaggie 
Myretta has produced 119,400 pounds 
of milk and 3,928.8 pounds of but- 
terfat. This gives her an actual life- 
time average of 14,925 pounds of 
milk and 491.1 pounds of butterfat. 
Her highest record was made when 
she was a six-year-old when, during 
a 365-day period, she produced 21,- 
439 pounds of milk and 717.4 pounds 
of butterfat.
